Link oF THE Sacramento VALLEY 
roav.—Mr. Judah, Chief Engineer of the 
Sacramento Valley Railroad, jnforms the 
Umon that the experimental line has been lo- 
cated to Alden Creek, about 18 miles from 
the city. It is to san ftom the city limits 
back of all the farms on the Brighton Flat, 
and strikes about half a mile north of the 
Sutter Race-course; thence to near the Ten 
Mile House, where a slight curve was found 
necessary. From this point the line is per- 
fectly straight to Mr. Buckley’s Monte Christo 
House, and the cutuny aad filling at no paint 
exceeds three feet. Mr. Judah mtends to lo- 
cate two lines from Saerament to the Ten 
Mile House, and probably all the way to Ne- 
gto Bar. The grade, for the fitat ten miles, 
ten feet the mile, and from thence to. 
the point where it 1s proposed to cross the 
river, at Negro Bar, the ground is found to 
nse so as to give a uniforn grade of fifteen 
feet to the mile. The first division of sec- 
tions will be ready to let in a few days, or.as 
soon as the Directors choose to advertise for 


e line now being located strikes the riv-

Congressional Difficulties. | 

Referring to the recent ditheulties in Con- 
gress, originating in that prolific fire-brand.

Col. Davis, then in 
the Senate, had commanded that regiment 
in the battle. He demanded a retraction ot 
the assertion of Col. Bissell. A. correspon- 
denee ensued, which ended in a challenge 
and its acceptance. The weapons selectei| 
were muskets, and the fight would certainly 
have taken place, had not the parties and 
their triends very opportunely discovered that 
they were quarreling about nothing at all. 

In the spring of 1850, Mr. Duer, of New 
York, said he believed Mr. Meade. of Vir- 
ginia was a disunionist.

The American Board of Commissioners lor 
Foreizn Missions, has under its care twenty- 
eight Missions, which occupy one hundred 
and eleven stations and thirty-eight reguiar 
out-stations.
